Preparing to retire? 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — Pope 


Paul VI directed today that the 
right ~to elect popes and hold 
Vtican 
office 
be withdrawn 


from cardinals past 80. 


The aim was to rejuvenate the 


Roman Curia—the central of- 
fices of the Roman Catholic 
Church—and the secret "con- 
claves" of cardinals, the only 
men permitted to vote for a 
Pope. 


It also immediately rekindled 


speculation about a possible re- 
tirement by the Pope himself, 
who is 73. 


DRAMATIC APPEAL 


The Pope's order came in a 


Motu Proprio—a document by 
his own hand. It follows by four 
years a dramatic appeal by the 
Pope to bishops to voluntarily 
retire from active office at the 
age of 75. 


Since then there has been talk 


—never commented upon by the 
Vatican—that the Pope may be 
thinking of retiring himself. To- 
day's order reinforced this idea. 
Paul's two immediate predeces- 
sors, Pius XII and John XXIII, 
both died in office above the age 


of 80. 


The decree said cardinals SO 


and over cannot even attend a 
conclave to elect a pope. But a 
cardinal who becomes SO during 
a conclave can stay on. 


Despite the new restrictions, 


cardinals remain members of 
the Sacred College and princes 
of the Church until they die, the 
Pope said. 


The decree goes into effect 


next Jan. 1. 


It has the effect of expelling 


front the Roman Curia, the cen- 
tral church administration, and 


from "other organisms of the 
Holy See and Vatican City" any 
cardinal 80 or over. 


The document did not say 


anything about cardinals who 
are in pastoral jobs heading 
archdioceses. There remains no 
mandatory retirement age for 
them, although the Pope in Au- 
gust 1966 asked all bishops and 
cardinals to voluntarily give up 
their administrative positions at 
the age of 75. 


The document today is the 


most 
important 
papal 
move 


since then to rejuvenate the rul- 


ing circles of the church. 


By Jan. 1, 25 of the 127 


present 
cardinals 
will 
have 


reached 80. Sixteen of these are 
among the <!3 cardinals in the 
Roman Curia. 


Of the 25 cardinals who will 


lose the right to elect the Pope,

The most notable cardinal af- 


fected by the decree is the dean 
of the Sacred College, Eugene 
Cardinal Tisserani of France, 
who is 8G. He is also the Vatican 
archivist, a post he will lose.

an "official

spokesman's reqeust and with 
the newsman's contrivance. 


It protects the former, it eases 


the latter's job, and it does get 
the message across to the public. 


Better a story decked out in a 


semblance 
of credibility than 


none at all. 


The real peril, the one Agnew 


fails to mention and which helps 
to bestir that of which he first 
complained, is the "spokesman" 
who will not speak or who talks 
only at a "background briefing." 


Almost a l w a y s , the back- 


ground briefing is off the record, 
meaning that if a reporter should 
relate its disclosures, he is out of 
bounds forever so far as the 
interviewee is concerned. 


Occasionally, the 
background 


briefing has a good purpose in 
mind, to acquaint the reporter 
with material which is of no 
immediate news value until some 
future developement may set a 
train of events in motion. 


AH too frequently, they are 


used to create a favorable image 
or to try to tone down reverbera- 
tions resounding in the outside 
atmosphere. 


Recently the Washington press 


corps managed to wangle what it 
thought would be an interview 
w i t h 
J e r r i s 
L eonard, 
an 


Assistant 
Attorney 
General 


heading up the Justice Depart- 
ment's civil rights division. 


Leonard had kept himself from 


the press for months and pro- 
bably for an understandable rea- 
son. 
The Administration's posi- 


tion on civil rights is cloudy. 


Before Leonard appeared, an 


aide announced the session would 
be a background briefing, com- 
pletely off the record. 


Several reporters left the con- 


ference in protest. 


The majority stayed and later 


filed stories which conveyed no 
message whatever. 


Though Leonard dented his 


own fenders by that caper, the 
public continues in the dark on a 
critical issue in this generation. 


This is merely one illustration 


in a fact situation which should 
be factored out.

Horns in England often went on 
until the food and wine supplies 
were depleted. 


Although there is some doubt 


whether 
t h e 
first 
American 


Thanksgiving took place along 
the James River in Virginia in 
1619 
or in Plymouth, Mass, in 


1621, it is indisputably the oldest 
civil holiday in the New World. 
With the exception of President 
Washington's 1789 Thanksgiving 
proclamation in honor of the new 
U.S. Constitution, Thanksgiving 
remained a local celebration until 
the mid-19th century. 


Most Southerners believed the 


holiday was a relic of Puritan 
bigotry, 
a n d 
did 
not 
begin 


celebrating it until after 1855. By 


1865, there was enough public 


support to make Thanksgiving an 
institutionalized annual national 
holiday. 


Since that time, it has become 


a uniquely American celebration, 
one which combines productive 
enterprise, domestic felicity and 
religious devotion.

He won rapid advancement 


within the Democratic party, 
partly because of the prestige of 
his f a t h e r , Gov. Benjamin 
Pierce. By 1831 he was speaker 
of the New Hampshire House of 
Representatives. 


From 1833 to 1837 he served 


1n the U.S. House and from 1837 
to 1842 in the Senate. His wife, 
Jane Appleton, disliked Wash- 
ington and the somewhat dis- 
sipated life led by Pierce. In 
1842 
Pierce resigned from the 


Senate and took up a successful 
law practice in Concord. 


During the Mexican War he 


was a brigadier general. There- 
after he continued to oppose 
anti-slavery 
tendencies 
within 


the party.

Tuesday, Tass said. The energy probably will be used to 
power Lunokhod's heating system against the minus 300- 
degree temperatures during the dark period.
